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Rita Mae Brown: Power 


Comes From Self-Awareness

Some wierd kind of energy 
animates Rita Mae Brown when 
she talks to a crowd. 

Listen for a few minutes - and 
you'll understand that the 
energy comes from realizing her 
own potential for power 

Power -- how women are 
systematically denied it, how 
great it can be to discover that 
they have it — was the subject of 
Brown’s lecture here last 
Thursday. 

Her concept of power is not 
along the lines of Machiavelli or 
Hitler. 

Rather, she said, power begins 
with stripping wway the limits to 
one’s physical strength, sexual 
intensity, and creative ability 

She asserts that lesbians are 
better able tu realize their power 
since they have already 
transcended some of society's 
limits 

“Watch a lesbian walk down 
the street.” she said. “Our 
bodies are strange; we walk 
different’ -- free-swinging, eyes 
meeting other peoples’ -- ‘“‘and 
that’s ‘masculine’.”’ 

“People look at a lesbian and 
say ‘She’s different - she’s 
someone to watch’.” 

Besides an arresting awareness 
of her body’s strength, Brown 
said, the lesbian is highly 
conscious of knowing the special 
intensity of lesbian sex 

“After multiple orgasms with 
another woman, everything else 
looks tame,’ she stated 
matter-of-factly. 





‘“‘Women have phenomenai 

sexual power,” she continued. 
“We've just started to hit our 
peak at 30 and they're fallin’ 
apart at 18.” 

Most importantly, Brown 
stressed that lesbians realize they 
do not need a man to become a 
“whole person” — they are one 
already 

While some gay women fall 
into dependence on their female 
lovers in imitation of the usual 
female-male relationship, most 
lesbians realize that they must 
take responsibility for 
themselves. 

It is a small step from that kind 
of personal power to 4 
revolutionary attitude toward 
gaining political power, which 
leads to Brown's assertion that 
“personal life is political ' within 
the Lesbian Movement 

She dismissed the old adage 
that ‘‘power corrupts” by 
pointing out that revolutionaries 
have never been given the chance 
to try political power in this 
country 

Brown also warned radical 
lesbians and all revolutionaries 
to avoid the current fad of 
seeking personal happiness, 
‘‘looking into yourself,” and 
other Jesus freak-type 
movements which divert 
people’s energy from the 
political struggle 

Smiling (for the first time a bit 
self-consciously ), Brown finished 
her presentation by sharing one 
of her poems with her sisters in 
the audience. 
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chool For Indians, By Indians

The story began with the 


coming of the foreigners to this 
land. It has continued through 
368 broken promises and 
through government programs 
such as relocation, termination 
and even extermination 

There are episodes of racism 
and discrimination; cases of 
extreme disease, illiteracy, and 
poverty 

It is the story of the treatment 
that the red people of this land 
received from the hands of the 
white. And it is a story that has 
not come to its conclusion 
Friday afternoon a small group 
of students heard several Native 
American speakers tell what is 
being done in this continuing 
story. The program was part of 
the events of American Indian 
Tribal Culture Day, sponsored by 
the Culture Programs and the 


Native Americans. 
The program began with two 


speakers from Deganawidah 
Quetzalcoat! University (DQU) 
Jim Racine, the Program 
Developer and Skip Willets, a 
student of Native American 
studies at the university 

Racine spoke briefly about the 
history of DQU and how it came 
into being. The school, on 2 640 
acre surplus military base, 
operates under a 30 year deed 
from the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
According to the deed, DQU 
must maintain the facility as an 
educational institution or HEW 
can revoke the deed 

Racine went on to explain the 
purpose of DQU. 

“The Native Americans want a 
school that belongs to them - 


not one that is of European 
culture and orientation. They 
are never able to learn about the 
history or culture of their own 
people.” 

Willets added to these 
comments by explaining that 
DQU is actually made up of four 


colleges: a vocational school, a 
medical school, a center for 
Chicano studies, and one for 


Native American studies 

Willets would like io see the 
Indian school operate separately 
from the other colleges 

“If you are an Indian, you love 
being an Indian and you work 
like an Indian.” 

‘‘This school would be by 
Indians, for Indians. We don't 
want to share this separate part - 
the Indian has been sharing too 
long and he is always on the 
losing end.” 

But Willets added later that 
anyone is welcome to come to 


the Indian studies college, 
provided they are willing to 
accept the Indians’ way of 


teaching Indian affairs. 

He explained that the idea of 
the school is built on the dream 
of Black Elk, a vision of the 
Indian nation’s sacred hoop: an 
endless unity - ‘thus all powers 
shall be one power in the people 
without end.’ 

Currently at the school, there 
are 25 Native American students 
working towards their degrees 
They are able to study Native 
American art, religion, 
philosophy and history, as well 


as the contemporary Indian 
movement. 
Racine ended the talk by 


comparing the Indian way of 
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education with our white way. 

‘Here is what your education is 
based on, ‘Learning cannot take 
place without personal sacrifice 
and discipline.” There is a 
hierarchy of power, starting at 
the top with the governor and 
board of regents, going down to 
the teachers at the bottom.” 

‘“*The Indian educational 
system operates under no such 
premises and there is no 
hierarchy of power.” 

DQU’s portion of the program 
was concluded with a few words 
by Morgan Otis, director of the 
Native American studies here on 
campus 

“The real intent of DQU is to 
provide a relevant and 
meaningful curriculum for these 
students. The elimination of the 
EOP system will wipe out many 
minority students from the 
state’s colleges and universities. 
They will have to set up their 
own schools.” 

“We are telling you (the whites) 
that your educational system is 
not worth a damn 

The next speaker was a 
Seminole Indian from Florida, 
Mr. Hardin. His brief talk 


concerned the plight of the 
Mikasuki, the native Indians of 
Flordia 


Today these Indians still catch 
their meat fresh; not wishing to 
eat the processed foot of the 
whites because of the chemical 
additives and preservatives in the 
meat. They still practice their 
own native religion, but have 
conceded to send their children 
to the schools of the 
whites.““Today the Mikasuki are 
doing well by their own 
Standards, but poor by ours. 
There is a $600 per capita per 
year income and an employment 
rate of 40%.”’ 

The program's final speaker 
was Marty Cantu, a 
representative of the American 
Indian Movement (AIM). This is 
the organization that was 
instructmental in the takeover of 
the Bureau of Indians Affairs 
building in Washington — the 
“Trail of Broken Treaties.” 

AIM was originated in an 
attempt to end the 
discrimination in political 
circles, in the educational system 
and in the job market. 

Cantu related one incident of 
brutality and harassment by the 
white authorities - an Indian 
named Yellow Thunder was 
beaten, stripped and forced to 
dance nude publicly 


““As long as these things 
continue, then the so-called 
‘ militant tactics’ of AIM will 


continue justifiably.” 

It is his personal view that the 
Indians should separate from the 
U.S. government. 

“The U.S. has kept only one 
promise: ‘we are going to take 
your land’.” 

‘The Indian usually sees four 
cents worth of a BIA program.’ 

As a final note Cantu urged 
that whites should make _ the 
effort to find out about the 
plight of the Indian; not to 
remain ignorant and silent while 
the Indians are inflicted with 
more of the same injustice that 
over 1 


they have received tor 


hundred years

Theiu, More Than 
Embarrassing, Continues 
Blocking Negotiations

Seven weeks have passed since 
the United States reached a 
tentative agreement with the 
North Vietnamese for a 
cease-fire in South Vietnam 
However, South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu’s 
objections to the pact and 
refusal to comply with it has 
caused embarrassment to the 
American government and 
concern by the people. 

While the two {actions dawdle 
in Paris, the Viet Cong have 
stepped up their offensive 
efforts. Their rocket attack on 
Saigon Tuesday was the largest 
on that city in four years. 

Both negotiating governments 
entered the first of the recent 
meetings optimistically, saying 
that an official compliance of 
the terms would soon be at 
hand. 

For six days, the secret talks 
went on until Henry Kissinger 
requested a recess of several 
days. When this halt was 
announced, many people 
became disillusioned, wondering 
if another indefinite suspension 
of the meetings would follow. 
The North Vietnamese 
government, represented by 
negotiator Le Duc Tho, 
demanded that the United States 
sign the pact as it was written up 
in the draft

Kissinger has succeeded in 
getting the North Vietnamese to 
compromise on some of the 
subjects that Thieu had insisted 
upon, notably the 
re-establishment of the 
demilitarized zone and the 
agreement that once a cease-fire 
is announced, it will 
automatically include Laos and 
Cambodia 

The iatter deal includes the 
provision that no “foreign” 
nation can use those countries 
for military purposes. 

The major obstacle then and 
now has been disagreement 
about the withdrawals of North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops. Thieu, fearing for the 
safety and stability of his 
government, vehemently claims 
that South Vietnam would be

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Student Senate Considers 


COLLEGE MAY OFFER LOW-COST DENTAL PLAN

Last week the Student Senate 
heard more about the proposed 
Student Dental Plan. The Senate 
asked a Mr Moore, 
representative of the Sacramento 
District Dental Foundation, 
numerous questions in an 
attempt to clarify unclear points 
of the proposal as it was 
presented on November 30 

Mr. Moore stated that the 
proposal has been under 
consideration since May of this 
year. He had been in contact 


with Dr. Suzanne Snively 
attempting to find adequate 
housing for senior dental 


students from UOP, but that 
they would not be able to 
Participate in the program. 
Moore stated there is a sufficient 
availability of new aspiring 
dentists who would be willing to 
work out of their offices or at an 
on-or-off campus facility 

He went on to say that the 
biggest hangup to the proposal is 
trying to find a suitable location 
for the building. The land prices 
surrounding CSUS are so 
astronomical as to make any 
consideration of buying and 
building a facility off campus 
next to impossible. The building 
still could be located on campus, 
but the permit would have to be 
approved by the Chanceilor’s 
Office. Moore finally suggested 
that student members could visit 
their own dentist and the plan 
would pay the bill 


The consideration of who 
would be eligible to participate 
in the plan was discussed by 
Moore in detail. He stated that 
the plan would be open to all 
full-time students regardless of 
age or condition of their teeth. 
The criterion for a _ full-time 
student would be | 2 units , the 
same as for the university 

Moore described the plan as 
being similar to the existing 
student health insurance offered 
each semester. He said the 
coverage for each of the three 
levels of dental care was based 
upon people of similar age across 
the country 

The coverage for Plan A would 
cost each student $12 a semester 
and entitle them to one oral 
exam, cleaning, and advice on 
any dental prob! s discovered; 
and emergency care, broken 
teeth, extreme pain, and acute 
infections 


Plan B would cost the student 
$15 a semester and would 
include such services as fillings, 
administration of flourides, and 


possible co-payment of dental 
plates 

Pian C would cover for the $25 
semester fee such things as 
crowns, plates, wisdom tooth 
extraction, and »eriodontal 
surgery. The periodontal surgery 
is expensive and could be 


covered by the plan, but it 
would have to be reviewed to see 





if the care is really a necessity 
Moore went on to elaborate 
about the 4,000 needed 
members to maintain the cost of 
the services offered. He brought 
up three ways this 
number could be attained. First 
by sponsored individuals from 
the various organizations on 
campus who must contact the 


possible 


individual students. Secondly, 
the plan could be offered at 
registration time. Thirdly, the 


plan could be offered to the 
general student body. The idea

would go down substantially 
from $12 to $8 and the other 
plans proportionally 

Moore went on to say the plan 
include the 
dependents of a 


would also

student, his wife and children 
The cost for dependent dental 
care would be half of the rate 
charged for the same plan as the 
student rate. He also stated that 
faculty and staff participation 
might be allowed at a later date 





Their immediate dependents 
would also be eligible for the 
half rate. 

Moore made a comment to the 
fact CSUS is the first campus to 
have such a proposal submitted 
for consideration. He said that 
no other campuses have such a 
plan and that UOP students go 
to dental students for care when 
needed 

Betty Moulds, faculty member 
of the Senate, asked Moore what 
would be the average time 
involved for the service. He said 
“After the initial sign-up and 
issuance of a registration card 
the average care would entail 3-5 
visits to finish the service during 
the semester 

She also asked what was the 
motivation for the dentists 
giving such a good deal to 
students. Moore said, ‘The 
dentists are trying >» establish a 
dental care habit.’’ He also said 
these dentists are anticipating 
continued patronage by students 
after graduation, as well as 
encouraging students to visit 
association member dentists. 

Moore said in conclusion that 
the dental foundation is a 
non-profit organization and any 
raise in rates would only be to 
defray rising material costs 
Conversely he stated that the 
rates would drop if profits rose.

Dear Editor 
I was very angry after I read 


the article in the Dec. 6 issue of 
the Hornet entitled “Foreign 
Students Get New 
Tuition Hike”. I feel it was 


poorly done and very prejudiced 
I just recently returned from four 
years of study at a Japanese 
university, and I feel that any 
article complaining about our 
tuition for foreign students and 
the U.S. Immigration and 


STUDENT MEDICAL INSURANCE 


Naturalization Service need only 
be discussed in a comparative 
light to see how well off foreign 
students really have things here. 
As for the tuition questions, 
last year in Japan our tuition 


jumped from $5,000 to $7 ,000 per 


unit and this was without use of 
any of the facilities other than 
classrooms and the library and 
then only a ‘imes convenient to 
them! 


We had nights whatsoever as 
foreign students; we were told 
continuously that we were 
guests in a foreign country and 
that if we didn’t like it we could 
go elsewhere. We were paying 
almost three times as much as the 
Japanese national students to go 
to school at the same time 

We had no one to complain to 
but the Dean, for if we dared to 
go to the Mombusho (Education 
Ministry) we would have been 
branded as trouble makers, lost 
our student visas and be thrown 
out of the country. The very 
fact that the foreign students 
here at CSUS could even take 
their tuition problems to ‘he 
courts without danger of losing 
their visas and with some hope 
of success shows that they are 
much better off here than U.S. 


students in other foreign 
countries 
As for the U.S. Immigration 


Service, it is just as hard, if not 
harder, to get permission to 
work part-time in Japan as it is 
here 

I am not suggesting that 
because things are hard on in 
other foreign countries that 
things should be made hard on 
on foreigners here; that would 
only be a step backwards in 
world communication. I am just 
suggesting that before these 
foreign students write about the 
injustices they encounter in the 
U.S., they should “look in their 
own backyard” and make their 
complaints and contributions 
comparatively!!

CENTER PLANS 
ITS FUTURE

CSUS’s Day Care Center will 


again be in operation next 
semester thanks to the 
$22,158.70 granted by the 


Student Senate 

They have enough money and 
prospective students to fill the 
center next semester but are still 
accepting applications which will 
be placed on a waiting list. The 
order of priorities are: currently 
enrolled students, financial need, 
full time students, part-time 
students who are also employed 
at the date of application, and 
ethnic balance 

Plans for next year are not 
quite so well established. First 
the center needs 
funds. They have a few options 
open to them 

They would like to acquire 
money from campus or 
community organizations in the 
form of grants to cover center 
expenses. 

Secondly, there is still the 
possibility of federal funds if 
kinks of the system can be 
worked out. For example, if the 
center is federally funded they 
must still come up with 
one-fourth of the budget 
because according to center 
director Petey Dodson, the 
federal money “can only be used 
for certain types of people; 
current, past, or potential 
welfare recipients.” 

They are also trying to change 
the state law to allow money 
from the state to cover people 
they cannot certify under the 
federal system. Those not 
covered federally or by the state 
must pay from $.17 and up per 
hour according to parent income 
and center operating costs 

They might be able to find 
enough certifiable studenis but
